TRIES 10 PROVE MBERIT IN. HIS 


ELECTION BILL, 


SOFT TALKING, BUT TIGER*HEARTED 


A Monstrous Seheme to Upset All Local 
Authority~—The Lard Bill Will Pass— 
Mr. Reed's Latest—General News. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—{Special.]— 
Lodge’s national efection law is still the main 
topic of discussion here. ‘The southern mem- 
bers are particularly annoyed over the en- 
thusiastic reception the republicans over the 
country have given to the bill. They discuss 
nothing else. Indeed, numbers of them are to 
be seen in groups afound the capitol at all 
times, talking over the chances of its passage 
It is the almost unanimous opinion that the 
measure will pass the house by a strictly party 
vote, but the democrats hope to see it defeated 
in the senate. However, Quay will be on hand 
when it reaches that body, He will have the 
administration behind him in pushing it 
throvgh, and although the democrats 
will attempt to stave off a 
yote indefinitely, by long speeches, 
it is highly probable Quay and Sherman will 
be able to force a vote. 

There are four main features jn. the bill 
which southern men particularly condemn. 

1. That upen. the petition of five: hun- 
dred citizens in any district, congressional elec- 
tions shall be placed under thesupervision and 
control of federal authorities, the judge of the 
district court, whe takes the control entirely 
away from state officers. 

2. The district judges. will then appoint two 
registrars for each election precinct: Any one 
of these registrars can order a name put on the 
registration list, but bothrregistrarg must con- 
cur in striking one off. 

3. The registrars with two inspectors 
and two assistant, inspectors, six officers 
in all, shall hold ote ions at such places as the 
inspectors shall fix. 7° 9s, 

4. On aplication of twenty-five citizens the 
deputy United States marshal in ¢harge shall 
appointas many additionakdeputies as he may 
deem necessary. In other words, fre may have 
an array of marshals around the: polls if he 
chooses. 

A TALK WITH LODGF. | 

I had a talk with Henry Cabot Lodge about 
his bill today, Hereis‘what he says: 

“My bill to regulate congressional elections 
is long, but on examination it wil! be found to 
be very simple in principle and {2 operation. 
Its length is due to the provisions | pr the system 
of balloting. These provisions ca} not be stated 
briefly, although,as has been sho) min the Mas- 
sachusetts elections, nothing. coy }d be simpler 
than when they. are in practical operation. 
The bill proceeds on two ns That the 
United States should take complg@te charge of 
the election of its congressmen,*#s the states 
do of the election of their staté&_ officers ; and 
that the voting should be carried on upon the 
Australian or Massachusetts system, by” secret 
and official ballot. There is a wide-spread be- 
lief, whether well or ill founded, that con- 
gressional elections are improperly affected by 
corruption and intimidation at the polls, or by 
fraud in registration or the count. The former 
evils are met by the Massachusetts system of 
balloting, the latter by the United States tak- 
- ing charge of ' the election of 
its own officers, and registering 
counting and returning the vote. 

‘The bill is absélutély fair as between the 
parties, and entirely national in its applica- 
tion. The election officers are to be appointed 
in equal numbers from the two leading parties 
by a judge of the United States court, who is 
a permanent officer, and to be relied on to ap- 
point proper representatives of both parties. 
Thelelections ofticers have an interest in seeing 
that no unfair advantage is taken at the elec- 
tion, and they are exposed to heavy penalties 
for misconduct. They have power to assist a 
voter unable to read orwwrite, but this assist- 
ance must be givemin the presence. of officers 
of the opposite. party,and the penal- 
alties for disclosure are very severe: 
Every provision’ is’ made~to” secure’ absolute 
fairness between the parties, and ‘unless: some 
one party or personjis now profiting by cheat- 
ing at elections, there-should be no objection 
to this bill. 

So far as the constitutional point goes, three 
can be no reason about the question» of the 
absolute power of congress to take’ controlfof 
its own eléctions, and‘the décision of. the 
supremej court infex-parté' Yarborough, realty 
sets this matter-at rest. No distfict; under 
this bill, is compelled to adopt the system, 
except on the petition of five hundred voters, 
and unless there was a real need for patting a 
district under this aét; . this nuanber could not, 
ns a rule, be easily: secured. 

The Massachusetts ballot meets the evils 
which are usually charged upon the elec- 
tions in the north; the control of 
the elections by officers. of the United 
States take equally with both parties, 
meets the evils attfibuted to the elections: of 
the south. Thus it will be seen that the bill is 
distinctly national. It does not strike at any 
section, but the evils which beset our elections 
everywhere. I believe that 1tisin line with 
the general demand of the people that the 
elections of congressmen should be fair and 
above suspicion, and that there is no question 
of greater moment now before the country.”’ 

MR. ALLEN TALKS. 

‘When shown what Mr. Lodge had tO’say toe 
night, Representative John Allen, of Missis- 
sippi, said: 

“T do not like Mr. Lodge’s bill. 
I think the congressional elections should re- 
main under the control of the states, where 


they have always been. Mr: Lodge thinks the:

THE LARD BILL. 

The Georgia congressmen today received 
petitions by the seore from all over Georgia, 
protesting against the passage of the com- 
pound lard bill; also telegrams that colored 
delegations from Atlanta and other points 
wanted to be heard. before the committee. 
They are all late, however, for the committee 
has close@ hearings. “An effort was made to 
get them toreopen.

The south has been very 
late in coming to the front, but there is a bare 
possibility of defeating the bill if a very vig- 
ofous fight is made.

HAWLEY AGAINST THE BLAIR BILL. 


The Senator Says Neither the North Nor the 
Seuth Wants It. 

W ASHINGTON, arch 18.—Immediately 

after morning busin®és, consideration of the 


urgent deficiency bill was resumed. 

The remainder of the amendments placed 
upon the bill by the appropriations committee 
were agreed to, and several others, added ap- 
propriating small sums. The bill was then 
passed. 

The Blair educational bill was taken up at 
2 o’éloeck, as “unfinished business,” and Mr. 
Hlawiey addressed the senate in opposition to 
it. Mr. Hawley summed up the situation by 
saying that twenty-two northern states did 
not want the bill. They had no need of it. 
They would be ashamed to say that they 
wanted nioney. In fact, they would be giving 
more than they got—perhaps every one of 
them. Seven southern states had two sena- 
tors each opposed to the bill distinctly, and ex- 
pected to vote against it. That made twenty- 
nine states that did not need the bill, and it 
left twelve or thirtecn more to be accounted 
for. Of the sixteen southern states, 
sever had both senators opposed to the bill, 
and the other nine were about equally 
divided. A‘ majority of the senators from 
states that were formerly slave states, and for 
which the bill was intended, were today op- 
posed io the bill. The great body of northern 
people were willing to do anything in the mat- 
ter that would be reasonable, but they would 
be ashamed to be called stingy in trying to 
force ‘‘spoon vietuals’’ upon the south. 

A number of senate bills, making the aggre- 
gate appropriation of $1,285,000 for public 
buildings in New England and the northwest, 
were passed. 

House bill nting the Denison and Wach- 
ita Valley Ratlway company the right-of-way 
through Indian territory, and several bills of 
local interest, were passed and the senate, after 
6 o’clock, adjourned.

SHERMAN AND THE TRUSTS. 


The Senator Reports a Substitute For His 
Former Bill, 


WASHINGTON, Mareh 18.—Mr. Sherman, 
from the committee on finance, reported to the 
senate today a substitute for his former bill 
against ‘‘trusts,’’in restraint of production,and 
it was placed on the calendar. Ih the shape 
presented today, Mr. Sherman thinks he has 
met and overcome all objections to the meas- 
ure om tee ground of wunconstitutionality. 
Members of the committee reserve the right to 
express their opinion of the bill when it comes up 
for consideration. Thesubstitute provides that 
all arrangements, contracts, agreements, trusts 
or combinations, between two or more citizens or 
corporations, or both, of different states; or be- 
tween two ormore citizen or corporations, or 
both, of the United States, and foreign states; or 
citizens or corporations thereof, made with the 
view or which tend to prevent full and free com- 
petition in the importation, transportation or sale 
of articles imported into the United States; or 
with the view, or which tend to prevent full and 
free competition imarticles of growth, production 
or manutacture of any state or territory of the 
United States, with a similar articles of growth, 
yrodnetion or mannfacture of any other state or 
territory ; or in trasportation or in the sale of like 
articles, the production of «3 other state or ter- 
ritory of the Uhited States’ into “or within any 
other state or-territory in the United States, and 
all arfangements, trusts or cotnbinations between 
such citizens or corporations, made with 
the view, or which tend to adivance the cost to the 
consniner of any such .articles, are hereby, de-. 
clared to be against public policy, unlawful, and 
void. - And the circuit courtof the United States 
shall have original jurisdiction of all suits of'a 
civil nature atcommorrlaw or equity arising ua- 
der this section and to issue all remedial process, 
orders or writs, proper-and necessary to enforce 
its provisions,and the attorney-general and the 
several district attorneys are hereby directed, in 
the name of the United States, to commence and- 
prosecute all cases.to final judgment and~-execu- 


Sec. 2. That any person or corporation injured 
or damaged by such nrrangement, contract, agree- 
ment, trust, or combinatienm defined in the: firet 
section of this act, may sue‘férand recover in any 
court of the United States of competent jurisdic- 
tion without respect to the amount involved, of 
any person or corperation, or party to, the com- 
bimation, deseribed in the fifst section Of this act, 
twite the améunt of the damages sustained and 
the costs of stit, together with: reasomable aftor+ 
neys’ ices.

THE KANSAS  ALLIANCB SPEAKS 
PLAINLY TO CONGRESSMEN 


TO LET UP ON THE NEGRO QUESTION 


And Attend to the Wants of. the White Peo- 
ple of Kansas—The Farmers to Take 
a Hand in Politics. 


Kansas Cary, Mo., March 18.—The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance in Kansas is growing so rapidly, 
both in members-and perfection of otganizt- 
tion that they have become a decidedly dis- 
turbing factor in local and state politics. State 
Organizer Jennings has just finished up a trip 
through the state, where he has been establish- 
ing new alliances, and extending the scope 
the organization. Every county nearly in the 
whole state is organized, and especially nearly 
every farmer in each county is a member of 
the organization. OJ]d alliances have been re- 
organized on ‘the plan of oné by one town- 
ship. Each-county has a central organization, 
receives instructions from state headquarters, 
which are subordinate again to the National , 
Alliance. This thorough organization has 
made the order exceptionally strong. ‘ 

In local politics, where their immediate in- 
terests are at stake, alliances have generally 
decided to support only their candidates, who _ 
coincide with their views and adopt their | 
principles. In state politics similar action has 
been decided upon, and it has even been pro- 
posed to run a farmer candidate for governor 


in the person of A. W. Smith, better known } 


as ‘‘Farmer’’ Smith, of McPherson. 
A NOTE OF WARNING. 

The organization has aiready got its finger 
in the national political pie. The president of 
the Kansas Alliance has addressed to the 
Kansas senators and representatives, at Wash- 
ington, a letter informing them that it is the 
belief among the farmers that the depression 
of agricultural interests is due to vicious leg- 
islation. The letter concludes thus: 

Many of the questions that are receiving the at- 
tention of cougress are far less urgent than those 
upon-which the safety of home and the welfare of 
family depend and people believe that the white 
citizens of Kansas have some rights as well as the 
colored citizens in the south. They believe that 
the fallen heroes, both white and black, in the 
past struggies for liberty, and the perpetuity of 
our institutions, can afford to wait for’ one 
moment until the right of living heroes in the 
present struggle for American homes, receive 
sume recognition of the men who have been 
chosen to represent them in congress... -Behind | 
these demands are more than 100,000 ballots in 
the state of Kansas and the time is not far dis- 
tant, when legislators will heed the voice of their 
constituents. 

These indications of opposition of the alli- 
ance to monopolies are troubling the politi- 
cians and they are becoming decidedly 
nervous.

ORANGES SLIGHTLY NIPPED. 


Effect of the Cold Snap on Vegetation in 
Florida. 

JACKSONVILRE, Fla., March 18.—The mer- 
cury fell below the freezing point Sunday 
night, but the cold can have done no damage 
in the northern portion of the state, inasmuch. 
as all the young and tender spring growth had 
been nippdd by the frost two weeks ago. 

A Titusville special says: The mercury 
reached thirty-two degrees yesterday morning. 
A little ice was found inexposed places. Ten- 
der vegetables suffered some and it is feared 
that orange blossoms are _ injured _ to 
some extent inj] the country north- 
west of this place. A light frost was reported 
as far south as Jupiter, but no damage was 
done on Indian river south of this place. The 
wind veered to the southeast early yesterday 
morning and the temperature rose rapidly, 
making it a very comfortable day. A Kissimee 
special says: There was frost and ice here 
Sunday, and the weather was the coldest in 
years. Vegetables are injured. Looper Bros. 
planted twenty acres in tomatoes, and they are 
already planting again, not discouraged by 
their misfortune. The cane is safe, but oranges 
are slightly injnred. 


FOR OUR DEFENSE. 


The Fortificotion Appropriation Bill 
pleted. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The appropria- 
tions committee of the house today completed 
the fortification appropriation bill. The bill 
makés a total appropriation of $4,521,608, being 
$3,067,320 less.than the estimates, $3,288,084 
more than the last bill, and $599,678 more 
than the appropriation made at the first ses- 
sion of the last congress. The principal items 
are: Fortifications, repairs and preservation, 
$150,000; gun and mortar batteries, $1,221.000, 
divided as follows: Boston harbor, $235,000; 
New York, $726,000; San Francisco, $260,000; 
torpedoes, harbor defense, $236,000; armament 
of fortifications, $1,056,635; gun factory at 
Watervliet, N. Y., building and machinery, 
$1,256,043 ; sites for fortifications, $500,000, and 
the secretary of war is given authority to insti- 
tute condemnation proceedings to secure de- 
sirable sites. 


HIGHWAYMEN ON THE MOUNTAIN. 


A Daring Highway Robbery Committed on 
Saturday Night. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 18.—[{Special.] 
News has reached the city of a daring highway 
robbery Saturday night on Leokout mountain. 
John Cummings, ome of the wealthiest citi- 
zens of Hamilton county, was driving across 
the mountains to his home, at Wauhatchie, 
when two highwaymen jumped from ambush. 
One seized the bridle of the horse-and stopped 
his yehicle. They. then took. him out and 
threw him violently to the ground, stunning 
him for afew moments. While he lay in an 
unconscious condition, the high waymen robbed 
the vehicle of a. week's supply provisions 
broke the conv@yance into kindling wood, and 
left before he could recognize them. They 
also secured a small amount of money from his 
pockets. Great excitement prevails on the 
mountain over the affair. .

‘THE COMMITTEE READY TO REPORT 


ITS TARIFFS BILL. 


SEVERAL IMPORTANT REDUCTIONS. 


The Tobacce Grower Net te Be Taxed at 
All—A Great Cut in the Mannfactured 
Article—Lieenses Abolished, Ete. 


Wasuineron, March 18.—The republican 
members ofthe ways and means committee 


have practically agreed upon every point of 


division on tariff schedules and reductions 
tobe made from internal revenue, and. will 
present the bill to the full committee for its 
consideration before the end of the week. The 
Clauses relating to carpet wools, Mexican lead 
fe3, and one or two other articles, have not 
yet been finally and definitely passed upon. 
The bill is not absolutely completed and 
will, of course, be sabject to revision. It is 
believed to be a substantially finished measure 
so far as the majority of the committee is con- 
cerned. 
THE TAX TAKEN OFF TOBACCO. 

The internal revenue features of the bill are 
a8 follows: The entire abolition of all special 
taxes upon dealers of all kinds, commonly 
known as licenses; the tax upon snuff will be 
repealed; farmers and planters growing 
tobacco will have the liberty to sell to whom- 
seever they please without restraint in the 
same manner as any farmer can dispose of any 
other product of his land. The tax upon man- 
ufactared tobacco will be reduced from eight 
cents to fourcents per pouud; cigars, cheroots 
and cigaretjes will carry the same tax as is im- 
posed under the present law. Aleohol used in 
the artsisfree under substantially the same 
restrictions as are prescribed in the senate bill. 
The reductions in revenue from these sources 
will be in round numbers between $17,000,000 
and $19,000,000. 

Following are among the principal provis- 
ions inethe tariff schedules: 

The earthenware and glassware schedules 
remain substantially asin the existing law. 
There are a number of important changes in 
the metal schedules. Existing ratesare main- 
tained upon iron ore and pig iron. 

DUTIES ON IRON REDUCED. 

Barbed wire for fencing is made dutiable at 
6-10 cents a pound, whichis below the duty 
upon that kind of iron entering into other 
uses. Beams, girders and structural iron is 


reduced from 1} cents to 6-10 cents a pound, 


which is a reduction below that of the 
senate bill. Railway iron is reduced to 6-10 
cents per pound, the present rate being $17 
per ton, a reduction of about $4 aton, anda 
réduction in the rate fixed by the senate Dill. 
» Duty on stee! rails is reduced to $4 per ton. 
Duty on tin plate has been increased to 2 2-16 
centsa pound. Pig tin remains free. The 
committee believe that with this encourage- 
‘meént tin plate will be manufactured in this

THE LUMBER SCHEDULE. 

In the lumber schedule the duty“on sawed 
boards, planks and finished lumber is reduced 
fifty per cent fromthe present rate. There is 
a special provision inserted thatin case Canada 
lays an export duty upon lumber, then duties 
shall be collected according to the rates under 
the existing laws. 

The duties on Samatra tobaccois increased 
to $2.75 per pound. 

There is an increase generally along the en- 
tire list in duties upon agricultural products. 
The duty upon barley is raised to 30 cents 
per bushel, hops to 15 cents per 
pound, buckwheat to 15 cents per bushel, 
maccaroni and vermacella, 2 cents a pound; 
oats. 10 cents a bushel. 

The duty on agricultural seeds is increased. 

The. duty on rice is reduced from 24 to 2 
cents a pound ; rice, flour and rice meal, from 
1 cent to ? cents a pound, and broken rice to 4 
cent a pound. Butter, and the substitutes 
therefor, have the duty increased to 6. cents a 
pound. The duty on eggs is raised to 5 cents 
a dozen ; potatoes to 25 cents a bushel. 

Hides, which are now on tlie free list, are 
made dutiable at 14 cents a-pound: There 
is a small increase in the duty upon 
fruits. Oranges and lemons in packages 
of one and a quarter cubic feet or less, 25 cents 
per package, in packages excepding 14, and 
not exceeding 25 cubic feet 50 cénts a package. 
Raisins 25 cents a pound duty. Advances in 
duties have generally been conceded to the 
farming interests, where it is believed the 
increased duties will benefit the farmer. 

Spirits, wines and other beverages have 
been left as found in the .existing law. Salt 
also has not been touched. 

Cotton manufacturers are left substantially 
as in the senate bil. Jute, manilla and sisal 
grass are put upon the free list as is wool de 
gras which enters into the finishing of leather. 
A reduction is made in duty on binding 
twine. 

AS TO WOOL. 

In the wool schedule wools of the first class, 
known as clothing wools,eleven cents a pound, 
wools of the second class; known as combing 
wools, twelve cents; carpet wools, valaed at 
twelve cents or less, 34 cents per pound; valued 
at over twelve cents, cight’ cents a pound. 
This is a reduction of one-half cent a pound 
from the senate bill and anincrease of 14 cents 
from the present law. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the definitions and class- 
ifications and restrictions provided 
for will make this duty even more 
valuable to wool growers than the duty 
fixed by the senate. In the Mills biil, wool 
was put on the free list, and the duty given to 
manufacturers_of woolen fabrics was forty 
to forty-five per cent. As this bill makes wool 
dutiable, it gives compensation to the manu- 
facturers for the me Ee oe upon wool, The 
difference between duty given to the man- 
ufacturers by the Mills bill and the 
measure is only ten per cent, after

THE DUTY ON SUGAR. 

Sugar, under and including 16 Dutch stan- 
dard, is made dutiable at thirty-five per cent, 
and above 16 Dutch standard at forty per cent.

TO PREVENT IMPOSITION. 

The bill also repeals that section of the stat- 
utes. which gives to the United States and con- 
tractors under it, the right to import supplies 
into this country free of duty. By this means 
it is intended to require the United States and 
all of its officers and contractors to be bound 
by the laws which it establishes for its citi- 
zens. 

It is estimated by the framers of the bill that 
it will reduce revennes about $60,000,000. 
Of this reduction, from $26,000.000 to 
$27,000,000 will be secured by the cut on sugar, 
and from $17;000.000 to $19,000.000 by the in- 
ternal revenue features of the bill and the free 
list, which contains with few exceptions, all 
the items in the senate bill and a few others 
which were not in the senate bill, will, it is 
eStimated, make a reduction of between 
$1,230,000. and $1,500.000. HKevisions made 
throughout the tariff schedules are expected

RECEIVE A WITHERING REPLY 
FROM GOVERNOR FO SLE 


Whe Advises Them to Study One of the Com- 


mandments Which They Seem to 
Have Forgotten. 


Ravzicu, N. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Governor Fowle yesterday received a letter 
written by John Peterson, J. Rothweiler, L. 
A. Rothweiler, L. F; Vancleve and E. B. 
Hill, a committee appointed by the Cincinnati 
Methadist church organization, numbering a 
hundred ministers, in regard to Rev. T. M. 
Joyner, who has become so notorious by his 
complaints of assault in Randolph county, and 
by his dismissal by a negro on near 
here. The letteris remarkable in tone, and 
states that Joyner and his wife were set upon 
December 3d, by masked men, who inflicted 
many wounds upon them; that they have 


been refused redress by the officers of the law, | 


and have been shamefully traduced by news- 
papers,and are refused an opportunity of 
preaching the gospel elsewhere in North Caro- 
lina, and of earning their sup- 
port. The committee then, in the 
name of the nation and of their 


church, enters a protest against these outrages, 
whether perpetrated by masked assassins or 
cowaidly intimidators, of cringing negroes or 
false and mischief making newspapers. 

To this letter the governor today replied. 

THE GOVERNOR’S ANSWER: 

You seem to be a very simple and credulous 
people, striving with more zeal than judgment to 
right what you assume to be a great wrong. I an- 
swer you with the same simplicity and frankness. 
I know the kiad hearted but excitablo colored peo- 
ple when their sympathies have been thoroughly 
aroused. If Joyner was treated as you charge,then 
justice requires that the people who assaulted him 
should be rigorously punished, and the courts in 
North Carolina stand ready to give Joyner their 
assistance whenever he demands it. The 
county in which the outrage is said to have been 
committed is republican, the population being 
composed of the Quaker element, and there is no 
question that the perpetrators of the offense 
would have been punished if Joyner had been able 
to show ihat anyone had injured him, but, infort- 
unately, he did not do so. Even ig Cincinnati 
you will see the unreasonabiensss of attempting 
to punish a man for crime before he can be identi- 
fied. Your whole communication is based upon 
the Indian practice of taking revenge,when one of 
his tribe has been injured, upon the first 
one he meets, whether the guilty one or not, In re- 
gard to the negroes in the church meeting at Ober- 


‘lin, who requested Joyner to depart from their 


midst, if you think that congregation is composed 
of cringing negroes who had been intimidated 
by cowards, you are evincing a degree of credulity 
without parallel—even among our negroes, 
Oberlin is a colored town in the republican county 
of Wake. Its inhabitants are as respectable and 
independent as you findin any colored commun- 
ity on the earth. 
Judging from your letter, there are not men 
among you who would resist oppression like this 
respectaple church of colored men, whom you 
have the audacity to denounce as cringing negroes. 
The M. E. church south, in North Carolina, is one 
of the largest and most influential denominations 
in the state, and would never submit quietly to 
the courts refusing justice to any one entitled to 
its protection, but ‘it is unreasonable for you to 
require any more protection for Joyner than the 
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Merchant.

THE GEORGIA ICE FACTORY. 


Mr. J. M. Beath, the Proprietor, Has a Few - 
Words to Say. 
There is one “ice man” in Atlanta that 


~ 


| makes ice by his own patents,and is now super- 


intending some important improvements on 
pe factory, using about a dozen patents of his 
wn. 

This is Mr. J.M. Beath, proprietor of the 
Georgia ice factory, on Alabama street. 

“I see indications,” he remarked yesterday, 
“that a struggle for life is about to begin in 
this city, among the different ice making pro- 
cesses. My’ is to give mine a fair 
chance in the fight. My present effort is di- 
rected to increasing my ice making power, 
massing the ive in greater bulk, and to expe- 
ditiously, cheaply, and-neatly putting it out at 
the time it is wanted. 

“I usé my own patents exclusively. 

“I commenced my ice making career in San 
Francisco twenty-one years‘ago, I still hold 
my inventors’ interest in the original ice facto- 
ry I built there. It has made more clear money 
than any other ice factory in the world, and 
still stands at the head. I haves, 6f course, 
en and improved it at different. times.’ 

‘‘Have you taken out many patents ?”’ 

“About a dozen inall. My earlier patents 
have expired, several are now im force, and 
some are still pending in the patent office. It 
was through these improvements, that I fully 
doubled the output of my New Orleans factory 
last summer, making it over ten thousand 
tons. Some days as high as eighty tons were 
called for, and furnished. Pressing demands 
for improvements in my other factories, have 
compelled’ me to neglect this one; but the 


Georgia ice factory’s turn has come, and } 


it will now be put on the same footing with 
the others.’’ 

‘*‘What are the distinctive features of your 

rocess ?”’ 

“The ice is formed from the center outward, 
under flowing streams of water, making it 
pure and brilliant. With the improvements 
now in progress, I can mass ice in this factory 
to the extent of twenty-five hundred tons, and 
put it out in regular-shaped blocks, as needed 
for the market. My freezing process is a com- 
bination of the compression and absorption 
systems. All other machines depend on one 
or the other of these processesalone. By the 
combination I fully utilize the expansive force 
of the live steam, and the heating power of 
the exhaust steam, returning the water of 
condensation to the boilers. 

‘*T have a well which supplies nearly enon 
for condensing and absorbing purposes. For 
ice-making and for the deficiency to the 
steam boilers, I buy water from the city water- 
works. 

‘*Science has not furnished the slightest clue 
to any practical principle of producing cold 
except by the vaporization of volatile fluids. 
This can only be done by the expenditure of 
mechanical energy. The coal .consumed in 
the furnace is the lecamare of the ice produced 
in the freezing chamber. p 

‘Nature, it seems, has absolutely forbidden 
any short or easy methods in ice making, 
whether it be by ‘improved distillation,’ 
‘automatic,’ ‘double expansion’ or ary 
other method. I see one party claims he can 
produce eight pounds of ice toone of ammonia. 
A pound of anhydrous ammonia absorbs 860 
units of heat in passing from the liquid to the 
gaseous form. A pound of water gives out 142 
units of heat in passing from the liquid to the 
solid form, which gives about six pounds of ice 
to.the pound of ammonia, if the operation is 
conducted without any loss; but with the best 

sstble arrangement there is a very great 

oss. I see nothing in the alleged inventions 
except changes of construction, which may be 
indefinitely varied.” 

‘Is the ice making capacity of the three 
present factories sufticient for any demand 
that is likely to be made on them this coming 
summer ?”’ 

“TIT can see no chance for disposing of more 
than two-thirds of the product of the present 
factories, unless there should be a large peach 
crop, in which case the surplus might be 
taken up for a few days in icing cars.’’ 

“Can you give the evolution of the modern 
ice factory ?”’ 

“The first intelligeice we have of ice 
making dates from 1824. At that time Farri- 
day, the great English chemist, de- 
monstrated to his class, by actual ex- 

yeriment, the principle of producing cold 
by the vaporization of volatile fluids. In 
1837, Jacob. Perkins, a Boston yankee, pat- 
ented in England the first ice machine known 
tothe world. Perkins’s machine was of no 
practical value, but it contained apparatus for 
the compression, condensation, vaporization, 
and return for continuous use, of a volitile 
fluid, ether. This is substantially the princi- 
ple employed today. Early in the fifties, Al- 
exander Twining, of New Haven, and Dr. 
John Gorrie, of Savannah, made important 
improvements. About 1860, Ferdinand Phil- 
lip Edward Carre, a Frenchman, introduced 
ammonia and the absorption process. Be- 
tween ’60 and ’70 the mahufacture of ice began 
to make some@progress. In 1870 I introduced 
the San Francisco atmospheric condensation, 
which has since come into general use. Four 
years later I introduced my pipe system of ab- 
sorption, and in 1875 my process of freezing 
from the center ottward, and under poten 
stream of water. Within®the past two years 
have perfected my compress-absorption sys- 
tem. - What the next step will be I am unable 
to say.”’

The case is decidedly mysterious so far, and 
each develepment is more sensational than 
the last. 

Whilden was about thirty years old; was 
formerly in the wholesale grocery business 
here, but recently has been in the real estate 
and loan business. Last Thursday morning 
he left the city to go to Decatur, Ala., stating 
thathe would return that night. Next morn- 
ing his wife received a letter from him, stat- 
ing that he was compelled to go down the 
river to see a man on importans business, and 
would return Friday night. That was the laet 
she heard from him. 

THE LAST SEEN OF HIM. 

Advices from Decatur state that on 
Friday morning he hired a skiff to go to 
Brown’s Landing, a short distance below 
Decatur on the Tennesse river. That was the 
last time the missing man was seen at Deca- 
tur. 
Satarday, Mrs: Whilden became alarmed, 
and Sunday she went up to Decatar. Detec- 
tives were sent down the river, and on investi- 
gation, a short distance below the dam, he 
found a hat, which he sent back here, and 
which has been fully identified as the one 
worn by Whilden when he left the city. The 
skiff has not been found. Friends of the miss- 
ing man, with detectives, went to Decatur this 
morning, but tonight they telegraphed back 
that nothing new has been discovered. Mrs. 
Whilden was about to become a mother, and 
when she heard of the finding of her husband’s 
hat in the river, she went into convulsions, and 
her physicians think that she can’t recover 
unless the suspence is ended soon 

Whilden married about two years ago & 
daughter of Captain Woods, a wealthy steam- 
boat man of New Orleans. Mrs. Woods, Mrs. 
Whilden’s mother, has been with her daughter 
for several days. 

THE MYSTERY OF THE CASE. 

Now comes the mystery. None’ knows 
Whilden’s business at Decatur, or the name of 
any man at Brown’s Ferry with whom he 
could possibly have any acquaintance or busi- 
ness transactions. He told his wife he had 
important business at Decatur, but did not ex- 
plain the nature of it. His business affairs, it 
is learned today, are notin good shape. His 
life was heavily insured, and most of the poli- 
cies have been taken out recently. He had 
just received a policy for ten thousand dollars 
in the Union Central company, of Cincinnati ; 
five thousand with the New York 
Mutual; ten thousand with the 
Manhattan, of New York, and *{five 
thousand accident insurance. His father-in- 


law, Captain Wood, of New Orleans, also car- [ 


ried a large policy on his life, but the amount 
of itis not known. Mrs. Wood, his mother- 
in-law, has a letter written her by Whilden, 
about two weeks ago, in which he said: 

**Tell Captain Wood not to let that policy of 
mine lapse. Iam glad to say that if anything 
should happen to me, if I should die, my wife 
will be provided for. In addition to my prop- 
erty, I am carrying several insurance policies 
here.’’ 

THE FORTUNE TELLERS CONCERNED. 

One of the most singular circumstances con- 
nected with the whole affair is that Whilden’s 
death has been three times foretold by fortune 
tellers within a year. Speaking of this today, 
Mrs. Wood, the mother-in-law, said: 

“There is a Creole woman in New Orleans, 
who has told me a good many things 
that came out true, and some that did not. 
About a year ago I went to her out of curiosity, 
and among other things she told me that I had 
a married daughter living in Birmingham, and 
that her husband would meet with a violent 
death. Two weeks ago yesterday the same 
fortune teller told me that my daughter woyld 
be left a widow, and would die suddenly, and 
soon.”’ 

About the same time Mr. Whilden himself 
went to a man in this city in a sort of spirit of 
fan, and the man told him that he was goin 
to meet with an accident and that it woul 
causo a “‘sensation.”’ 

IS HE STILL ALIVE? 

Tonight another sensational feature was 
added to the case. A lady who lives 
near Whilden’s residence returned from 
New Orleans today, and she asserts 
positively that she saw the missing 
man on the street in that city last 

y evening. This story, however, is be- 
lieved to be a case of mistaken identity. 

Whilden’s home life was un- 
questionably leasant, and no cause 
can be imagined for him to commit 
suicide. His wife is a—beautiful and accom- 
es woman, and they have an elegant 

ome on the south highlands in the fashion- 
able residence portion of the city. 
dition of his business affairs can’t be ascertained 
tonight with any accuracy. He had consider- 
able property, and was supposed to have 
plenty of yooenmy & His wife also has consider- 
able property here. Inquiry at the banks 
elicited the information that, so far as known, 
he was notin debt.

A NATIVE OF BLACKSHEAR.

Three men in this city who know Whilden, 
state positively that they saw him here Sunday 
night. James O’Keefe, a saloonkeeper, says 
Whilden was in his saloon and drank a glass 
of wine.

A Useless Experiment. 

Some of our northern contemporaries ex- 
press the belief that the negroes will pour into 
the territory of Oklahoma in such numbers 
as to give them full control of that region, 
and that they will organize a state witha 
necro governor and negro senators. 

It is not at all likely that this programme 
will be carried out. Negroes are not good 
organizers, and they have never cut any 
figure in the world’s history as pioneers and 
colonists. But taking it for granted that 
there is something in this movement, its 
prospects cannot be said to be very bright. 
Negroes have had for generations a fair chance 
to display their capacity for self-government 
in Hayti and Liberia, but the record they 
have made isjnot encouraging. Why repeat a 
similar experiment in Oklahoma? 

This is an immense continent, but there is 
not a foot of room to spare for a more than 
@oubtful experiment in government. In- 
stead of massing the negroes in one or two 
states, it would be better for them, and bet- 
ter for the whites, if they were distributed 
in localities where their labor is needed. A 
judicious distribution of population will do 
more than anything else to settle the alleged 
race problem. “Where the blacks are needed 
to develop the country, it is safe to say that 
they will be well treated. The two races 
have shown in the past that they can get 
along very well together. ‘There is no reason 


- why they should be fenced off from each 
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Probleins of the Great River.

blood and iron. For five hundred years the 
Dismarcks have been a valiant race of fight- 
ers and statesmen, but the most famous and 


ablest of them all is undoubtedly the lion- | 
hearted prince whose genius conceived and | 


carried through the splendid scheme of Ger- 
man unity. The power behind the throne 
during the reign of three emperors has been 
Bismarck. ‘The sturdy champion of imperial 
absolutism has been Bismarck, ‘The empire 
had its emperor, but its daring brain and iron 
hand were Bismarck’s. This remarkable 
man united his people, and won their hearts 
by his crowning triumph in the defeat and 
humiliation of France. 

There is little doubt as to the chancellor’s 
dissatisfaction with the methods of his young 
emperor. After a lifetime spent in camps 
and courts he is not prepared to accept and 
indorse the ideas and policy of a rash youth 
who declares himself in favor of state social- 
ism, and threatens to dash his enemies to 
pieces. The old statesman is now in favor 
of peace, a protective tariff to revive the in- 
dustries of his country, and judicious legis- 
lation in the interests of the working classes. 
But he wants no gigantic labor conference, 
and no pledges on the part of the govern- 
ment to provide for all the economic wants 
of labor. Hesees only revolution and the 
destruction of the empire im such a policy, 
and will not commit himself to it. 

Naturally the chancellor and the emperor 
have differed widely, and it is probable that 
their differences are irreconcilable. The re- 
tirement of the prince, however, would be 
an act of gravest signifieance, and needs the 
strongest confirmation. 

Without Lismarck at the helm Germany 
will fose prestige throughout Europe. There 
will be discontent at home and hostility 
abroad. ‘The emperor may talk socialism 
and flourish his sword at the head of his 
troops, but he wil! find that he needs the 
magic of Bismarck’s name to conjure with. 
However, these speculations may be prema- 
ture, 


No Race Problem for Him. 

It isa well known fact that most of the 
talk about the race problem in the south has 
very little foundation to rest upon. It is the 
life of certain sectional newspapers, how- 
ever, and without it their columns would 
seem (lull to their readers; The newspapers 
and the cheap lecturers on southern affairs 


‘that infest the country, in discussing the 


condition of the negro in the south have 
made a problem of their own which bears 
no likeness -whatever to the true state of 
affairs here. 

Speaking of this ‘‘race problem,” one of 
the wealthiest and most respected colored 
men in the state, as well as one of the best 
educated, remarked recently that he did not 
know what it was; that as far as he was 
concerned, there was no race problem, and 
had never been. He went on to say that he 
had been born and reared a s'ave; had 
always lived in Georgia; hal made every 
doHarof his money here, and so far from 
being interfered with in the exercise of any 
of the rights of a citizen, he had been aided 
and encouraged by white men everywhere. 
Those negroes, he said, who were disposed to 
mind their own business; who turned a deaf 
ear to the incendiary utterances of political 
‘reformers’? and worked industriously for 
their own welfare and that of the section 
where they lived, were not bothered with a 
race problem, and he said that he could point 
to hundreds of such in his own county, 

This, of course, is not news, as such vol- 
untary testimony has been given before by 
colored men throughout the south; but 
utterances of this character are always note- 


worthy, as they are an offset to the lurid. 


misrepresentations to which the south has 
been subjected whenever the race problem 
has been discussed, zs 

The law-abiding and industrious negroes 
in Georgia, and throughout the south, are 
not distressing themselves over the race pro- 
blem. They are working out their own sal- 
vation in the wisest way, and whenever they 
show adisposition to become good citizens, 
the whites are swift to recognize them as 


such and to give them a lift along the road. 


And it may.be remarked that some of the 
best and richest negroes in the south reside 
in Georgia, and that they are a credit to 
themselves and to the state, 


An Example from the Past. 

State socialism is making rapid strides, not 
only in imperial Germany, but in other 
lands, not excepting our own. 

There is nothing new in this policy. ' It is 
thousands of years old, and was long ago 
tried, found wanting, and cast aside, Ina 
recent article on the subject, Hon. S. G. W.

The people 
lived for the slate, and were the children of 
They ate at common mess-tables, 
and allowed their business, amusements, 
diet, and even their marriage, to be con- 
trolled by the state. The result, says Mr. 
Benjamin, was thet Sparta left no arts, no 
sciences, no literature; she made no lasting 
impression in the progress of the race, and 
when she fel! her citizens were the most 
selfish and corrupt in Greece. —

| ook to the state for a living. Under such 
conditions, congresses and legislatures grind 


out new laws every day. They leave noth- 
ing untouched, but interfere with business, 
personal righis, and freedom of action. 


Law, like government, is a necessary evil, 


and the only way to make life endurable is 
to have as little of it as possible. The most 
admirable state is the one which makes its 
rule felt the least by its citizens, leaving 
men free to do anything that will benefit 
themselves without injuring their neighbors, 
We have ontgrown the Spartan era, and the 
melancholy example c§ that government 


‘should make us all the more determined to 


stick to the line of policy which has made 
our nation the freest; happiest and most 
prosperous under the sun.

ago. In its later editions the San had in- 
terviews with Russell Sage and other capi- 
talists on the effect of such an occurrence on 
the market. Mr. Sage expressed the opinion 
that it would affect nothing except Gould 


with the first installment of its widely ad- 
vertised story. Naturally, it was in a very 
spiteful humor with everybody, and espe- 
cially with the Sun for getting ahead of it. 
The World’s fiction told how the kidnappers 
had a steamer constructed for the special 
purpose of carrying off Mr. Gould, and in its 
first chapters described the great million- 
aire’s helpless plight on the vessel in mid- 
ocean, followed by a fleet of steamers sent 
out to rescue him from his captors. Ina 
brief preface the World exhibited its temper 
in the following paragraph: 

The story is made up entirely of clippings from 
the New York dailies of 1892. The discriminating 
reader will observe that quite a change during the 
interval came over the New York journalistic 
fieid in the disappearance of some publications of 
1890, and the advent of new journals. Among 
the papers that ceased to exist is a little sheet 
that, being apparently without ideas of its own, 
yesterday attempted an abortive imitation of this 
story, infringing the copyright and all journalistic 
ethics, but unintentionally advertising the genu- 
ine story. 

The whole business should be classed with 
the sensational fakes sometimes indulged in 
by disreputable newspapers, and both the 
Evening Sun and the World have injured 
themselves with seusible people by their 
erratic course. 

At a time when criminals are bold and 
able enough to steal the bones of dead mill- 
ionaires, and make it necessary to guard the 
tombs of our presidents, they are quite ca- 
pable of kidnapping some of our rich men, 
and it is not in order to map out a plan of 
campaign for:them, even in the guise of 
fiction. The effect of a story of brilliant 
and successful crime must be unmitigatedly 
bad. Itis not journalism. It is not legiti- 
mate fiction. In old times the writers and 
publishers of such stuff would be sent to 
jail, and it is a pity that they cannot be 


punished now.

It is the Alliance Manufacturing company, 
which is situated at Canton.

The grounds, which comprise thirty acres of 
land,are situated in the suburbs of Canton and 
are immediately on the main line of the Queen 
and Cresent railroad.

would be put on, with a five-minute schedule. 

Another great improvement that will be ap- 
preciated by the street-car-travelling public, 
will also be made as soon as the city council 
grants the permission to lay the tracks. 

This is the connecting of the Peachtree and 
Whitehall lines, by way of Marietta, Broad 
and Alacama streets, and the running of cars 
through from north Atlanta to south Atlanta, 
at one fare. The same thing will be done to 
the Maretta and Decatur street lines. 

At a glance, the convenience and importance 
of this improvement will be seen. It will un- 
doubtedly increase travel on the line greatly, 
as those livingin north Atlanta can gothrough 
to Whitehall street, without change. 

The Atlanta Street Railway company has 
made many improvements in the service since 
it took hold of and consolidated all the horse 
ar lines of the eity. 

‘In a short while,’’ said Mr. Patterson yes- 
terday, ‘‘we will not have any mules in our 
service. Weare getting rid of them now just 
as fastas we can, and are substituting first- 
class horses for them. Of course you under- 
stand what that means.”’ 

The electric mule must go. 

Mr. Aaron Haas’s resignation of the general 
managership of the Atlanta Street Railway 
company, Which was handed in to the board of 
directors some time ago, will take effect on the 
Ist af April. 

Just who will be Mr. Haas’s successor is not 
yet determined upon, but it is more than prob- 
able that the position will be tendered to Su- 
perintendent Patterson, as he ltas been promi- 
nently mentioned in connection with it,

| AN ATTORNEY MAKES HIS DEBUT IN 
THE CITY COURT. 


He Wins His Case and a $500 Fee—A Tele- 
graph Company Sued—The Tolleson Case 
to Come Up in the Supreme Court.

She employed Mr. Key t¢ - tepresent 
her in asuit for damages, but subsequently 
compromised with the street car company for 
fifty dollars, | 

The compromise left the lawyer out in the 
cold, so far as his bill was con- 
cerned, and the case called yesterday was to 
compel the defendant company to pay him a 
just fee, on the ground that a settlement by 
them with Mrs. Sigmund without consulting 
him after his employment by her, was wrong 
and inequitable. 

But the interesting feature of the case was 
in the fact that it was the first suit Mr. Key 
had ever hadin the city court, or any other 
court higher than a justice court, 

He mentioned this fact to the jury, and it 
probably had its effect, fora verdict of $500 
was returned in his favor. Withal, a pretty 
snug fee, and that the first fee he ever earned 
in a county court. 

WANTS DIVORCE.

.the message was never delivered, as 
it should have been. He does 
not specify the actual amount in which he was 
pecuniarily damaged by the alleged negligence 
of the telegraph company. 
VERDICT AGAINST A RAILROAD. 

A verdict against the Atlanta and Florida, 
formerly the Atlanta and Hawkinsville rail- 
way company, was rendered in the superior 
court yesterday, Judge Marshall J. Clarke 
presiding. 

The case as made out wasthis: Dr. J. S. 
Todd, the plaintiff, was the owner of property 
through which the road passes. When it was 
built an appraisement board assessed the value 
of the right-of-way which the railway company 
wanted at $1,750. The company appealed 
from the appraisers’ valuation, carrying the 
case into the courts. 

Yesterday the jury rendered a verdict sus- 
taining the appraisers, allowing Dr. Todd 
$1,800 for the right-of-way as oceupied by the 
railway company. 

MAY BE RELEASED.

The matter will come up before the council 


gubmission of the question to jhe people on 
April 28. The passage of the orpinance today 
rs to be a foregone conclusion. The 
councilmen, at Monday’s meeting, voted seven 
to four to bid on the capitol at the auction, but 
the matter was defeated then by a majority 
mst itin the aldermanic board. That was 
because the city attorney had said the city 
gould not go in debt for anything beyond the 
eurrent year’sexpenses without submitting the 
matter #0 the people and having it sanctioned 
by two-thirds of the qualified voters. 

But they are all willing to let the people say 
what they want. There was not a vote against 
that at yesterday afternoon’s meeting. 

It remains now to arrange for holding up 
the 50 per cent cash payment for thirty- 
five days, at the end of which time the 
gesult of the election will be known. 

The Sale of the Building. 

By eleven o'clock there was a large crowd in 
front of the old czpitel. At that time a one- 
horse dray, drawn by a mild-mannered muie, 
approached the building. On it was a darky 
with ared flag and a big bell. When he 
moved up and down the sidewalk ringing the 
bell, the crowd thickened rapidly and jammed 
that side of the street. 

The crowd was largely composed of wealthy 
and influential citizens. Mr. W. D. Grant 
smoked a cigar quietly, Governor Bullock 
stood by a big telegraph pole talking to a cir 
cle of friends, every now and then looking up 
affectionately at the big red building where he 
used to hold forth in days gone by. 

Mr, Walker Inman stood on the sidewalk 
taiking to Mr. William Dickson, Mr. James 
R. Wylie was a little way off, and Mr. Jona- 
than Norcross joined the crowd about Gover- 
nor Bullock. Colonel D. N. Speer was near by. 

The crowd had to wait some time, and 
amused itself guessing what the capitol would 
bring. 

“It would be cheap at $200,000,"’ said Gov- 
ernor Bullock. Mr. James R. Gray guessed 
$147,500, and Mr. Phil Haralson $134,000. Mr. 
Humphreys Castleman said it would bring 
$190,000, and Mr. DeSaussure $150,000. 

Other gentlemen guessed as follows: Charles 
Kingsberry, $150,000; W. J. Speer, $150,000; 
Mr. Osborn, the real estate man, $160,000; Mr. 
Jonathan Norcross, who has been here since 
the early forties, $150,000;.Mr. James R. Wy- 
lie, $135,000; McLendon, $150,000; L. De- 
Give, $140,000 to $150,000; J. A. Alexander, 
$135,000; E. B. Woodward $150,000; Bob Col- 
lins, $140,000; C. F. Rice, $150,000; Captain 
Joyner, $135,000; William Markham,$130,000; 
John W. Alexander, $140,000; D. Speer, 
$125,000 to $130,000, unless somebody wants it 
specially; Clem Harris, $139,000; Hugh An- 
gier, $150,500 and C. W. Hunnicutt, $159,000. 

After some delay Dr. H. L. Wilson, the 
auctioneer, and Judge J. T. Nisbet, the gov- 
ernor’s secretary, moved down tothe Forsyth 
street entrance and stood talking by the little 
wagon and the red flag. 

Instantly there was a rush to that side, and 
the crowd rallied thickly around the red flag. 

“Gentlemen,” said Dr. Wilson, ‘Judge 
Nisbet and I have just come round here fora 
private conversation. The sale will take place 
in front of the building, on Marietta street.’’ 

At this moment there were about three hun- 
dred people peering over the shoulders of the 
conversationalists. 

Jndge Nisbet looked up from his documents 
with an air of reproach and the crowd fell back 
in a tumult of laughter. 

The little mule was moved up in front of the 
building on the Marietta street side and Mr. 
James K. Gray anchored himself securely in. 
front of the animal, holding the bridle with 
one hagd and patting the docile animal loy- 
ingly on the shoulder with the other. 

The crowd by this time was immense, and 
when Dr. Wilson mounted the dray and began 
to open his preliminary oration he was sur- 
rounded by hundreds of interested faces. 

He began by reading a statement from the 
governor of the terms on which the state held 
an easement upon certain property in the rear 
of the building. The terms, half cash, and 
the balance in one and two years at eight per 
cent. 

He also stated, after consultation with Judge 
Nisbet, that the matter would have to be 
closed up by paying half the amount bid 
within ten days, A forfeit of $5,000 would 
have to be put up by certified check within 
banking hours. . 

Dr. Wilson then talked afew minutes on 
the effect upon this property of the removal of 
the Union depot to the foot of Hunter street, 
and the entrance of the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern and the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroads. He declared the property was 
worth $1,000 a front foot, without the build- 
ing. 

Then the sale began. 

“Who will start it at $125,000?” said Dr. 
Wilson. , 

Mr. James D. Collins mounted the wagon 
and said: 

‘“‘Gentemen: I want to make a statement, 
and I will get up here where you can hear me. 
I expect to bid on this property and I will start 


up before the city council, and I think the city 
ought to have it for offices. If this property is 
knocked down to me, I will take it, although 
I would like for the city to haveit. I am sat- 
isfied the people, when it is voted on, will vote 
to buy the building for the city offices. 
It was only defeated, I understand, by one 
vote in the aldermanic boaré. Whatever my 
bid is, I obligate myself to let the city of At- 
Janta have it at any time at that price. I 
want it distinctly understood that I am not 
compensated in any, shape or form. If there 
is any gentleman who will obligate himself to 
do that I will not bid against him. If the city 
of Atlanta don’t take the property I will take 
it myself. I start it at $125,000.” 

This statement was greeted with applause. 

“I am as much in love. with At 
lanta as any man,” said the auctioneer, 
quickly, ‘“‘but I am also in love with the state. 
My friends from Chicago and New York want 
a chance at this property, and the man 
who pays the most money takes the building. 
Don’t be afraid to shoot your mouth off gentle- 
men. Iam offered $125,000 for a building 
that cost $430,000 when it was built. 

“One hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars I hay6, who'll give me thirty? 

“A hundred and twenty-five—make it 
thirty ; Who'll give me thirty ?’’ 

Here Mr. Hurt made a statement. 

“TI want tosay I will renew Mr. Collin’s 
proposition, and for the privilege of standing 
in his shoes I’ll give $500. I'll make -it $500

_Then Mr. Collins went over to Mr. Hurt’s 
side of the wagon and held a consultation. 
Meantimethe auctioneer continued the cry 
for the sale but he got no more bids. There 
were @ number of gentlemen there able to bid 
but no one seemed disposed to bid against 
the city. So after some time the building was 
knocked down to Mr. Hurt at $125,500. 
The: crowd then pressed round Mr. Hurt. 
Mr. M.C. Kiser and Mr. Collins were with him 
and Mr. Sam Venablewas near Mr. Collins. 
The three gentlemen immediately came to 
an understanding in the presence ofthe crowd. 
“If the city wants it, it can have it,”’ said one 
of them, “and if it don’t want it we divide it 
equally.’’ The others assented and the crowd 
began to disperse. As the parties interested 
moved off Mr. Venable said: ‘Put up the for- 
feit and give the city plenty of time.” 

The Aldermanic Board Takes Action. 

Alderman Howell, who had attended the 
sale, went to the mayor’s office soon after, and 
Mayor Glenn issued a call fot a meeting of the 
aidermanic beard at 3:30 o’clock. 

At that hour there was a full board present, 
with Alderman Hutchison in the chair. Mayor 

ilenn stated the occasion of the call and 
started to retire, but he was asked to remain, 
Mr. Haas remarkihg that he wanted an open 
session. Councilmen McLendon, Meador, 
Hendrix, Colonel) W. §S. Thomson, Mr. 
L. B. Nelson, the comptroller, clerk and 
assistant clerk, Governor Bullock, and a 
representative of Tux CONSTITUTION were 
present. 

‘Fhe matter was opened by a reconsideration 
of the adverse action of the day before on the 
resolution to bid on the capitol. 

Mr. Haas said he had not changed since yes- 
terday and asked that the city attorney and 
assistant be sent for. This was done and those 
gentlemen soon came in. 

Mr, Howell said this was the best opportu- 
nity Atlanta would ever have to get a city 
hall site and offerred a resolution recommend- 
ing the purchase of the capitol at the bid of 
$125,500. 

Mr. Haas objected on the ground that the 


, *. 
city could not go in debt without the sanction 


of two-thirds of the qualified voters of the 
city. 

The city attorney sustained this view and 
said that could be done after thirty-five days 
advertising. 

Mr. Howell offered a resolution to the effect 
that it was the sense of the aldermanic board 
that the city should buy the old capitol at the 
price o the bid. 

Mr. Woodward objected, that the resolution 
was indofinite and illegal. He said he was op- 
posed to selling the fire engine house and hook 
and ladder house and moving everything over 
on the other side. Nine-tenths of the vehicles 
crossed the Broad street bridge, and that would 
be bad in case of a fire on this side (south 
side.) This side had two-thirds the area of the 
city. He offered an amendment pro- 
viding that the two fire buildings be 
not sold, the fire department not 
consolidated, and that the purchase can be 
done legally. 

Mr. Howell objected to the amendment. 

While this discussion was going on Mr. 
Haas was writing, and he offered as a substi- 
tute the following resolutions, saying he was 
willing to let the.people say what they want: 

Mr. Haas’s Substitute. 

Resolved, That the mayor be requested to con- 
vene the general council, and submit to them an 
ordinance ordering an election to be held April 
23d, 1890, upon the question of purchasing the old 
capitol building from Mr. Joel Hart and others 
for $125,500. 

‘‘Will these gentlemen who bid off the prop- 
erty remain in the city until after the elec- 
tion ?’’ asked some one. 

“Yes, they will,’’ said Mr. Howell. “I told 
Mr. Collins to bid on the property with the 
understanding tbat if the city wanted the 
building he would let them have it and if not 
he would take it and he said all right. I told 
him my object in that was to give the city a 
chance to vote and he said that was all right. 
I said the same thing to 
Mr. Hurt and he agreed to it. Mr. 
Kiser said that if they put up the $5,000 for- 
feit the city should pay them the interest on it 
while it was out. I said that was all right, but 
Mr. Sam Venable said that if the city needed 
$5,000 to put up the forfeit, he would furnish 
the money without a cent of interest. 

After this statement the resolution was 
unanimously adopted. 

The board then adjourned and the mayor 
announced that he would call the council to- 
gether at tenS’clock this morning. 


The Bidders Interviewed. 


Mr. Hurt was seen soon after the adjourn- 
ment of the aldermanic board and shown the 
resolution. 

‘‘What will be your attitude in the matter if 
the council adopts the ordinance?’’ he wss 
asked. 

‘‘We propose to give the city every chance. 
If we have to pay the $63,000, I don’t know 
how it will be.’’ 

“Suppose the governor will agree to wait on 
the city the thirty-five days pending the elec- 
tion ?’’ 

‘‘Tf he does that, I do not now see any diffi- 
culty.’’ 

**In other words, you propose to carry out in 
oe faith what you stated when you made the 

id.’’ 


*‘Certainly.”’ 

Mr. Kiser was also shown the resolution and 
asked his attitude in the matter. 

‘‘That’s all right,’’ said he, ‘‘we are not anx- 
ious for them to take it, but the city can have 
the building if it wantsit. Hurt and-I are 
willing, and Collins is, too.”’ 

Inquiry was made for Mr. Collins at his 
office, but he had gone to his home in the 
country.

THE OKEFENOKEE SOLD. 


GENERAL FP. M. B. YOUNG'S SYNDI- 
CATE WINS. 


Engipeer Johnson States That the Swamp 
Can Be Drained and Every Investor 
Will Become a Millionaire. 


The Okefenokee swamp is at last disposed 
of, and now it is claimed that millions of dol- 
lars will be made from what was considered 
useless property: 

Governor Gordon met the gentlemen inter- 
ested in the disposal of the swamp in his recep- 
tion room yesterday morning, and promptly at 
10 o’clock he commenced opening the pack- 
ages which.contained the bids. 

There were five. of these envelops, although 
there were only four bids. One of the en- 
velops had been. sent in by Mr. Willis Rea- 
gan, 2nd when. it was opened.it was found to 
contain simply a statement that Mr. Reagan 
and his associates had coneludéd to withdraw 
from the contest. 

It was found that the highest bid was 26} cents 
an acre and.was made by a syndicate composed 
of Messrs. Frank Coxe, of Nérth Carolina; 
P. M. B. Young, of Georgia; Marshall A. Phil- 
lips, of Pennsylvania; H.S. Little, of New Jer- 
sey; and Henry Jackson, of Atlanta. 

The Governor's Order. 

After all the bids had been read, Governor 
Gordon issued the following order: 4 

Whereas, The governor of the state of Georgia 
did advertise for bids for the lands in the stateof 
Georgia, in and adjoining the Okefenokee swamp, 
in accordance with the provisions of an act of the 
general assembly of said state, approved October 
29th, 1889, and the time for such bids close this 
day at 10 o’clock a. m.; and, 

Whereas, This day at 10 0’clock a. m. all bids re- 
ceived before that hour were publicly opened by 
the executive and found to be as follows: 

1. Bid of Frank Coxe, P. M. B. Young and Henry 
Jackson, of date January 7th, 1890, thirteen cents 
per acre. 

2. Bid of Frank Coxe,P. M. B. Young and Henry 
Jackson, of date January 8th, 1890, fifteen and one- 
tenth cents per acre. 

3. Bid of Frank Coxe, Marshall A. Phillips, H. 5. 
Little, P. M. B. Young and Henry Jackson, of 
date March 18th, 1890, twenty-six and a haif cents 
per acre. 

4. Bid of Jas, L. White, of date March 18th, 1890; 
twenty-five and one-fourth cénts per acre. 

Therefore; I, John B. Gordon, governor of the 
state of Georgia, do declare the same Frank Coxe, 
Marshall A. Phillips, H. 8S. Little, P.M. B. Young 
and Henry Jackson to be the highest bidders for 
the lands of the state of Georgia, in and adjoining 
the Okefenokee swamp; that the said 
persons are incorporated under the 
provisions of the act of the general 
assembly, approved October 29th, 1889, as the 
Suwanee Canal company, with allthe rights and 
privileges by said act conferred, and I do hereby 
order that the above and foregoing be entered 
upon the minutesof the executive department, 
and a copy of the same be furnished to the said 
‘The Suwanee Canal company.” 

Given under my hand and the seal of the execu- 
tive department, at the capito!, in the city of 
Atlanta, this the 18th day of March, A. D., 1390. 

By the Governor: JOHN B, GORDON. 

While the governor was opening the bids in 
his rece ttion room, Mr. James C. Johnson, 
the civil engineer, was preparing a map of the 
swamp in the secretary of state’s office. 

Of all the gentlemen who claim to have 
some knowledge of the Okefenokee swamp, Mr. 
Johnson is doubtless the best informed, and 
the bid made by the successful syndicate was 
attributable, in a great measure, to the infor- 
mation which he furnished. 

*During the year 1883, Mr. Johnson spent a 

large part of the winter and spring surveying 

the swamp, and he has made a study of all the 
streams and rivers which have their source in 
the almost impenetrable wilderness. ‘‘Every 
man,’’ said Mr. Johnson, ‘‘who has any money 
invested in this sw amp will be worth millions. 

Iam now copying the map which was made 

by Tuer ConstTITUTION’s exploring party in 

1875, and which, in some way, seems to have 

been overlooked. It was made by THE Con- 

STITUTION’S surveyors, and was presented to 

the state. It is by far the best map of the 

swamp now in existence, and it gives a very 
good idea of the lay of the land. 

‘‘By giving the outline of the w ay the swamp 
runs int@ Charlton, Ware and Clynch coun- 
ties it is easy to tell that the acreage of the 
swamp properis 250,000. Besides this, how- 
ever, there is agreat quantity of land which 
will go to the purchasers. Some. of it was sold 
and some of it was squatted on by settlers, but 
almost all of it has reverted back to the 
state.’ 

“In what does the wealth of the swamp con- 
sist ?’’ 

‘*The timber alone is worth much more than 
was paid for the property. It is the finest I 
ever saw in my life, and then the land is:'im- 
mensely rich. I don't speak without knowl- 
edge, because I have carefully examined it 


and I know that below the six feet of muck. 


and decaying vegetation there is a firm, rich 
earth which will grow anything in the world.’ 

‘Will the swamp be hard to drain?” 

“Tt will be an easy task to drain the whole 
swamp, that is, it would be so for.me, because 
I made a special study of the rivers with a 
view of draining the swamp. Lam, therefore, 
willing to stake my professional reputation 
that the water can be started for $10,000 and 
the swamp can be drained for $250,000.”’ 

The law requires that the purchasers of the 
swamp should at once make a thorough survey 
of it, and this work will be commenced at 
once. 

It remains with’ Governor Gordon to select 
a chief engineer, and he will choose this party. 

General P. M. B. Young stated yesterday 
that the survey would be in the field before 
the expiration of ten days.

NAsnvintex, Pem., March} 8, +{Speoial]— 
Some startling developiiéhty th volving : foul 
play in connection with the ntysterious disap- 
pearance of a man named dames-Burton; who 
lived on Jackson street, neat the Philllips & 
Buttorff foundry are coming: to light. The 
missing man fas a wife and eight children, 
one of whom, a-tittle boy, has been born since 
he disappeared, January 2ist: Upon that 
date he sold a mule for. $40, -his. brother-in- 
law, E. W. Griffin, a blacksmith, being with 
him at the time. He parted from Griffin on 
Market street about dusk that evening and 
neither said nor intimated anything about 
going away. This was the lastseen of him by 
any of his relatives, who have since heard 
liothing from him. 

James Sharp, a laborer living on Fillmore 
street, and John Smith, who lives on Line 
street, have drawn suspicion upon themselves 
by their words and actions and the knowledge 
which they have professed concerning Burton. 
They have madé the stateinént that Burton 
on January 2Zist passed the night at Sharp’s 
house, as did. also John Smith. Sharp isa 
married man, while Smith is unmarried. 

THE TEXAS STORY. 

According to the story told by them, Burton 
declined to go to bed and sat up all night with 
tiie intention of taking the carly morning train 
with the purpose of going to Dallas, Texas: 
The fare to Texas “iS $16:55 but Smith told 
some parties that Burton paid $28 for bis 
ticket. To a relative of the missing, mani, 


Sharp has since claimed to have received a let-’ 


ter from Burton asking about his family,and 
about the little child whose arrival was honhrly 
expected when he went away. 

Simith, it is said, elaimed to have seen and 
read the letter, but no one else has been al- 
lowed to see this letter, thongh Griftin and 
others asked to see it. Mr. Griffin says that 
Sharp now denies having received such a 
letter, and Smith denies having read it, too. 
Conmnnunication his been had with the author- 
itios in Dallas, who failed to learn anything 
of sucha man as Burton. 

DETECTIVES AT WORK. 

Owing to these suspicious circumstances the 
matter has been placed in the hands of Chief 
Clark, and the detectives are. now engaged in 
investigating. From all that can be learned 
it seems to be certain that Barton could not 
have had over $40 upon iis person, and it is 
hardly reasonable to suppose that he would 
have left without realizing upon other property 
which he owned.

THE BLACK HAND 
Which Lead te aShocking Discovery in a 
Pile of Cotton Seed Hulls. 

CHARLOTTR, N. C., March 18.—]Special.]— 
Eariy this morning J. A. Soloman, night 
watchman at the Oliver oi! mills, in the north- 
ern section of the city, was digging intoa great 
pile of cotton seed hulls that was heaped on 
the floor of the boiler room. He wasshoveling 
hulls for the furnace fires, and was getting 
well into the center of the pile, when he par- 
tially uncovered an cbject, which he thought 
was an old tow sack. He caught at the sup- 
posed sack, and gaveita jerk. when he wvs 
horrified to find in his grasp the 
decomposed hand of a negro boy. 
removed the hulls” and 
then found the body of a negro boy, evidently 
about twelve years of age, in the middle of 
the heap. The body was in an advanced state 
of decomposition. Mr yeSolomon reeognized 
the body as that of a negro boy named Arthur 
Davis, who was at the oil mills on Sunday, 
Mareh 9. That day Mr. Solomon found that 
the boy had burrowed a héle in the pile of seed 
hulls, as the negro boys of that vicinity had 
been in the habit of doing. Mr. Selomon drove 
the boy away, and the supposition is that while 
the watchman’s back was turned the boy came 
back and got into the hole. The pile of hulls 
caved in on him and smothered him to death. 
Mr. Solomon reported his discovery to the 
sheriff this morning, and as no one was found 
to make an aflidavit, the body was buried at 
the expense of the county, without an iIn- 
quest.

CHARGES AGAINST AN OFFICIAL. 


A Former Prisoner Says He Bribeda Jail 
‘ Official. 

New York, March §18.—Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Bernard F. Martin 
was arrested today on an indictment charging 
him with reeeiving bribes while order of arrest 
clerk in the sherift’s office when the present 
Mayor Grant was sheriff. He was released on 
$10,000 bail to answer Monday. A little later 
in the day Deputy Sheriff Patrick Fitzgerald 
was arrested upon the charge of petit larceny 
and extortion. Fitzgerald belongs to the first 
assembly district of Tammany. He has 
been three years deputy sheriff. 
The indictment against Martin was 
found on the testimony of Charles C. 
Francklyn and John Noturar, of the law firm 
of Butler, Stillman & Hubbard. Francklyn 
was arrested October 20, 1887, in a suit brought 
by Sir Bache Cunard, of the Cunard Steamship 
company, for $3,000,000; and locked up in Lud 
low street jail. He claims that while there 
Martin, who was then order-of-arrest clerk, re- 
ceived a bribe of $700 from him for the priv- 
ilege of leaving jail every day and consulting 
with his lawyers. This privilege, he says, was 
accorded him for eight days. These arrests 
created considerable excitement, Five indict- 
meuts for transactions of a similar character 
are said to have been found. Great activity 
was observed this afternoon among the detect- 
ives who made the district attorney’s oftice 
tlieir headquarters. 


HE MUST HANG, 


The Guilt of the Murderer Davis Fully 
Proven. 

Raveiou, N. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Jas. P. Davis of South Carolina. now in Pitts- 
boro, North Carolina jail, who will be hanged 
on the 28th instant for the murder of John D. 
Horton, his employer and room-mate, swore 
on his trial that he killed Horton. by striking 
him on the head with a boot-jack while Hor- 
ton was endeavoring @ shoot him. Saturday 
the body of Horton was exhumed, and a care- 
fulexamination of the skull was made by 
physicians of Chatham county, in the presence 
atmany citizens, ind it was found that the 
skull had been cleft with a sharp steel iustru- 
ment—presumably a hatehet, which twice 

netrated the. bone. This discovery settled 

Javis’s fate, possibly, and removes the im- 
yression made on many people by his bold 
earing and apparently straightforward evi- 
dence on tire witness stand. Applicatien for 
commuiation of the death sentence will hardly 
be made after this development. 


Died at Prayer.

At Cartollton, Ala., yesterday Major Ed Wil- 
lett, a prominent lawyer, died while on his 
knees leading in prayer at Sunday school. His 
death was caused by heart disease. He was a 
promirent churehman and superintendent of 
a Sunday schoot:"* While: offering yp an elo- 
quent prayéry at the openirig of his school yes- 
terday his voice suddenly ceased, and he sank 
to the floor a corpse,

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 18—Wheat—There was a g6od 
trade within a moderate range. Prices, however, 
were subject to numerous and guite sudden 
changes during the session. The opening was 4 
3) lower, and the cluse was about *4c lower than 
yesterday. Early in the day traders felt rather 
bullish, but later many felt a little unceztain.
